The “Fourih’ at Cape May—A Grand Rash for
the Inlnnd —Nothing Like It Before—How the
Multhtude Passed the Anvlversary of Inde-

pendonce.
From Our Own Correspondont,
CAre ISLAXD, N. J,, July 5

Last year the West Jersey Rallroad Companies
placed their afternoon fast express train between
Camden anid the seashore on the time-tables about
the 15th of July, and that date marked the opening
of the season at Cape Island. This year, however,
the rallrond companies determined npon taking time
by the forelock, and, accordingly, they announced
that the full summer complement of trains would
sommence to ron om the 3d. The result of these
facilities for reachivg this delightful spot, combined
with the curious freaks of the weather during the
past week or two, and the colncidence of the Anni-
versary of Independence with the weekly day of
rest, were very manifest,

There wis a great serambling for seats in the cars
on Saturday, and when the train finally started on
ita way, a few minutes after time, {n consequonce of
the diMiculty In getting snough cara together, it con-
ained over five hundrel passengers.
